COP SHOT IN STANDOFF

CAPTAIN WAS 
SERVING ARREST 
WARRANTOR 
INDIANA FUGITIVE

A high-ranking Chicago police officer was 
shot Tuesday while serving an arrest warrant 
on a fugitive who was suspected of shooting 
three people last weekend in Indianapolis. 

The officer— a captain who has been with 
the department for nearly 30 years— was in 
serious condition after suffering wounds to 
the head and chest. He is expected to survive, 
according to hospital and police union offi- 
cials. 

A standoff with his alleged shooter contin- 
ued late Tuesday Police said there could be a 
second person in the apartment. 

Indianapolis authorities identified the sus- 
pect as Daniel P. Brown, who is wanted in con- 
nection with three shootings and a carjacking 
there over the weekend. Chicago police had 
been asked to assist in Brown’s capture after 
he had been traced to his sister’s apartment in 
Englewood on the South Side. 

“It wasn’t a blind thing they went into,” said 
Detective Chuck Benner of the Indianapolis 
Metropolitan Police Department. “They 
were actually looking for us.” 

Authorities said Brown shot his fiance’s 
friend Saturday after she intervened in a do- 
mestic dispute while they were riding in the 
same car. Brown allegedly chased after and 
continued to shoot at the friend when she 
fled the car, police said. He then fled on foot 
from the scene, stopping a short time later to 
hijack a car in a nearby hotel parking lot, ac- 
cording to Indianapolis police. 

Brown returned to his fiance’s apartment, 
where he grabbed his dog and left in his 2009 
Nissan Altima, police said. He then shot two 
more people at separate locations, though In- 
dianapolis authorities say they don’t know the 
motive for either shooting. 

“The suspect and victims know each other 
and this was not a random act,” Indianapolis 
police said in a statement. 

Authorities said they tracked Brown to the 
7200 block of South Lowe Avenue through 
a semi tractor-trailer he allegedly had stolen 
from a Marion County truck yard Sunday 

Members of a fugitive task force knocked 
on Brown’s sister’s apartment door to serve 
the arrest warrant around 6 p.m., police

sources said. The gunman then opened fire 
from a first-floor window as several Chicago 
officers were walking up to the building, au- 
thorities said. 

Officers pulled the captain— who was hit 
in the side of his head and clavicle— into 
the apartment building’s vestibule to escape 
the gunfire. In seeking refuge, however, po- 


lice were essentially 
pinned inside the 
building. 

Authorities at the 
scene called for an 
officer needing as- 
sistance, and officers 
from the Englewood 
police district and 
across the city quickly converged on the area. 

The captain was later taken out the build- 
ing’s back door and transported to John H. 
Stroger Jr. Hospital. Dozens of officers gath- 
ered there late Tuesday to await word of his 
condition. Mayor Emanuel also visited the 
officer. 

Police sources identified the wounded of- 
ficer as Edward Kulbida. He is the highest- 
ranking officer shot in the line of duty in 
years. He works as the top assistant to the 
Englewood district commander. 

“He’s in great spirits,” Chicago police su- 
perintendent Garry McCarthy said. “He’s 
with his family, and he’s going to be OK.” 

Hours after the shooting, the gunman re- 
mained barricaded inside the apartment. Po- 


lice spotted him peering from windows several 
times during the evening and believed that he 
was crawling on his knees from room to room. 

Police used a bullhorn to urge the shooter 
to give himself up while dozens of officers oc- 
cupied 71st Street and Lowe Avenue. 

His sister and another apartment occupant 
were being questioned by police late Tuesday 

Several apartment building occupants re- 
fused to leave their homes during the standoff, 
including a woman with three young children. 

The shooting shut down the neighbor- 
hood, as a SWAT team and armored cars de- 
scended on the block. CTAand Metra service 
through the area was disrupted. 

Metra Trains stopped operating on the 
Southwest line shortly after the shooting, ac- 
cording to Metra spokesman Michael Gillis. 
The last outbound train on the tracks Tues- 
day evening left Union Station around 6:15 
p.m. and was stopped about an hour before 
returning downtown. The last inbound train 
turned around at Wrightwood. It was unclear 
when service would resume. 

“We’re waiting on clearance from police in 
the area,” Gillis said.

Ready to run 


Officials prepare for 
marathon, including 
precautions against Ebola

As they make arrangements for Sunday’s 
37th annual Chicago Marathon, officials say 
medical preparations include how to handle 
suspected cases of Ebola— just as they’ve 
prepared in the past for other communicable 
diseases. 

Dr. George Champas, the marathon’s 
medical director, said 1,500 volunteer medical 
personnel along with the Chicago Fire De- 
partment and emergency medical services are 
readying for the possibility of runners or visi- 
tors displaying symptoms of illness. 

“Our message to all of our runners has al- 
ways been if they develop any sort of symp- 
toms— whether prior to arriving to the Unit- 
ed States or prior to coming to Chicago or 
while they’re here— is if they see any viral sort 
of symptoms to seek some medical advice,” he 
said at a press event Tuesday “So that message 
is something that we’ll continue to communi- 
cate.” 

Champas said that although runners repre- 
sent all 50 states and 132 countries, none hail 


from West Africa, the region affected by the 
Ebola outbreak. 

‘As far as runners who are coming from the 
area that is struck, our runners are all coming 
from East Africa,” Champas said. 

Gary Schenkel, executive director of the 
Office of Emergency Management and Com- 
munications, said city and race personnel are 
taking precautionary measures to prepare for 
the threat of Ebola. 

“There is no direct threat from anyone that 
may have even been in contact with Ebola at 
this point,” Schenkel said. “It’s being watched 
very closely” 

Mary Sheridan, a representative of the Fire 
Department, said she has worked with the 
Chicago Department of Public Health and 
the Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion to prepare for any medical complication. 

“Chicago has plans to deal with any com- 
municable disease,” said Sheridan, the assis- 
tant deputy chief of paramedics with the Fire 
Department. “Guidelines have not changed 
because of Ebola. They’re the same guidelines 
we practiced with SARS {severe acute respira- 
tory syndrome], MERS {Middle East respira- 
tory syndrome], influenza and any other com- 
municable disease that our runners may come 
in contact with.” 



Sheridan said emergency personnel are 
trained in body substance isolation, a proce- 
dure that requires paramedics and firefight- 
ers to use gloves, masks, hospital gowns and 
isolation packs while handling patients who 
display symptoms of a communicable disease. 

Acting Chief of Special Functions Steve 
Georgas of the Chicago Police Department 
said there are no credible threats to the race. 

Georgas said many of the procedures used 
last year to enhance security will be in place 
again. These include requiring runners to 
register with valid photo identification and 
to use clear plastic bags to store items in des- 


ignated areas. People other than runners will 
not be allowed on the course. 

He said canine units will be on the scene as 
well as uniformed and undercover police of- 
ficers, who will conduct random searches. 

Just one day after federal authorities ap- 
prehended a teenager hoping to travel to the 
Middle East to join the Islamic State, Georgas 
said officers and race officials are asking that 
runners and race observers reach out to Chi- 
cago police to report of suspicious behavior 
they see over the weekend. He also suggested 
that runners register for free emergency alerts 
from the city of Chicago. 


Hospitals ready with Ebola protocol

When a patient with flu-like symptoms said 
he had recently traveled to Africa, health care 
workers at Advocate Christ Medical Center in 
Oak Lawn were given their first opportunity to 
implement protocols for something they were 
prepared for but had never dealt with: a patient 
potentially infected with the Ebola virus. 

The patient, in fact, hadn’t been to Africa 
and didn’t have Ebola. But the way the inci- 
dent was handled mirrors concerns around the 
country since the first travel-related case of 
Ebola was reported in the US. last week. 

“When you have world travel there’s always 
potential for disease,” said Dr. James Malow, 
co-chair of the infection prevention team at 
Advocate Heath Care. “The thing with Ebola 
is there’s a 50 percent mortality rate and no

treatment.” 

Malow said the likelihood of an outbreak 
in the US. “is almost zero.” But Advocate and 
other local heath care systems are prepared to 
partner with federal, state and local officials 
“so in the unlikely event that a patient with 
Ebola shows up in Chicago, we can contain it 
quickly as possible,” Malow said. 

Medical personnel are instructed to ask 
about a patient’s travel as a part of routine 
questions, given the number of communicable 
diseases overseas, Malow said. Because of the 
Ebola epidemic, the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention recommends against non- 
essential travel to three West African coun- 


tries: Liberia, Guinea and Sierra Leone. 

As a part of CDC risk assessment, medical 
staff will check if symptoms, including fever, 
severe headache and vomiting, fall within the 
21-day incubation period for Ebola. 

Hospital workers are to wear gowns, gloves, 
masks and a face shield or goggles as Ebola is 
spread through blood or body fluids. 

Malow said while it appears the procedures 
by Christ Health Center this week were in or- 
der with CDC guidelines, the first scare to Ad- 
vocate Health Care physicians should be taken 
in context. 

“You have to put in perspective,” he said. 
“This is one case where the patient lied about 
their travel history 

“If you want to worry about something, flu 
season is coming.”

Report: Lower wages, 
more harassment

Sexual harassment of restaurant employees is 
most common in states where the minimum 
wage for tipped workers is lowest, according 
to a report slated for release Tuesday by Res- 
taurant Opportunities Centers United. 

“Management knows that in order to get 
business and in order to pay their workers, 
they have to really please customers; they re- 
ally allow or even advocate for a kind of en- 
vironment that really sexualizes in particular 
women workers,” said Teofilo Reyes, national 
research director at ROC United. “When you 
know that your wage is entirely dependent 
on customers, you’re much more likely to let 
things slide, and that also creates {a sexual- 
ized] environment.” 

Female restaurant workers in states with a 
$2.13 minimum wage for tipped workers were 
twice as likely to report sexual harassment as 
their counterparts in states where the mini- 
mum wage is the same for all workers. Men 
and transgender people also reported higher 
rates of sexual harassment in states with a 
$2.13 minimum wage. 

Nationwide, the minimum wage for tipped 
workers is $2.13 per hour, rather than the non- 
tipped hourly wage of $7.25. In Illinois, tipped 
workers must be paid at least $4.95 an hour, 
and the non-tipped minimum wage is $8.25. 
In seven states, the minimum wage is the 
same for tipped and non-tipped workers. 

Nataki Rhodes, a 42-year-old Chatham 
resident who works as a server and bathroom 
attendant for the Gibsons Restaurant Group, 


said sexual harassment on the job is extremely 
common— and she feels there’s not much she 
can do about it. 

“It’s not like I can go and say, ‘Hey this per- 
son slapped on my butt or something, they 
brushed up against me.’ They are spending 
$200 to eat in there,” she said. “I don’t have 
no confidence that anybody’s boss in this in- 
dustry will really step up and do something 
about it.” 

In states with lower tipped minimum wag- 
es, employers are required to make up the 
difference if workers’ tips don’t add up to the 
non-tipped minimum wage. 

“Tips are not discriminatory Every tipped 
employee is guaranteed at least their state 
minimum wage and tipped restaurant em- 
ployees are among the highest-paid employ- 
ees in the establishment,” National Restau- 
rant Association spokeswoman Katie Laning 
Niebaum said in a statement. “No individual 
is making $2.13 an hour.” 

More than one in 10 workers in tipped jobs 
reported hourly earnings below the federal 
minimum wage, according to a White House 
report. Department of Labor restaurant in- 
vestigations from 2010-2012 found 1,170 tip 
credit infractions— amounting to $5.5 million 
in back wages. 

Niebaum’s statement went on to say that 
“the assertion from ROC that the tipped 
wage somehow increases sexual harassment 
by customers is another effort to confuse the 
reality of the tipped wage in the industry”

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Sinkane incorporates 
his upbringing into music 
unconfined by genre

Ahmed Gallab, who records and performs as 
Sinkane, has a biography that reads like the 
plot of a globe-trotting political thriller. 

The musician was born in London, where his 
father was stationed working for the Sudanese 
embassy and lived there until the family emi- 
grated to the US. in 1989. Shortly thereafter, 
the Sudanese government was overthrown in a 
coup —“{My father] lost his job, and a bunch of 
his friends started disappearing and were cap- 
tured or killed,” said Gallab— and the family 
applied for and received stateside asylum. 

“My parents had to start all over, so I spent 
my life traveling {the U.S.} and going from one 
place to the next,” said Gallab, 30, by phone 
from his home in Newark. 

This cross-cultural drift informs much of 
the musician’s jaw-dropping fourth album, 
“Mean Love,” a genre-blurring effort that in- 
corporates elements of Afro-pop, dub, coun- 
try-western, avant-R&B and more. 

How did moving around so much at an early 
age shape the meaning of the word “home” 
for you? 

I really don’t know what place to call home 
or how to experience the idea of home the 
same way as my friends in the United States 
or in the Sudan. {Ed. note: Gallab lived in his 
father’s homeland three months out of the 
year until he turned 18.} I think it allowed 
me to grow up quickly and to experience the 
world with an open mind. Now I’m not fazed 
by much. I tour and go to new places and I’m 
really happy and excited; I’m not scared. I’ve 
learned I have to keep searching and find 
wisdom wherever life might take me. 

Is that an attitude that bleeds over 
into your music? 

Absolutely We live at an amazing time because 
the Internet lets you experience everything 
that’s happening all over the world. There’s 
no reason not to take advantage of that re- 
source— especially with music. In my parents’ 
day you couldn’t just go online and look up a 
band on Wikipedia and see its entire history 
and how it started and influences. There’s 
some amazing things that exist right nov^ and 
it’s really informed how I make music. 

Are there any styles of music you wouldn’t 
feel comfortable exploring? 

I don’t know, to be honest. I never thought 
I’d incorporate country-western music, but 
it found its way in and I’ve come to really like 
it. Maybe on the next album I’ll figure out a

way to incorporate polka. {Laughs.} 

With this record you wanted to make some- 
thing more personal, right? 


That was the aim. I wanted to sing a bit more, 
and you obviously need something to sing 
about. Talking about past experiences and 
the feelings they conjured up seemed fitting 
for the kind of music I was trying to make. I 
wanted to use this record as a sort of therapy 
to think about and deal with the things I’ve 
set on the back burner for a long time. 

On “How We Be,” you sing about showing 
your age. What are some of the ways age 


has started to reveal itself? 

Ha. I think one way I’m showing my age 
is just how concise and how focused I’ve 
become when writing my music. When I 
started it was such a vague and ambiguous 
headspace I was in, so I would throw the 
kitchen sink at everything. 

Are you comfortable with aging? Or do you 
have a touch of Peter Pan syndrome?
